S.O. I860—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4DA of the Advo¬ 
cates Act, 1901 (25 of 1961), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules to amend the Admission as Advocates (Training and Examination) Rules, 
1963, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Admission as Advocates (Training and 

Examination) Amendment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication In the 
Official Gazette, 

2. In rule 3 of the Admission as Advocates (Training and Examination) 
Rules, 1968, In clause (c), after the figures "1963”, the following shall be Inserted, 

namely:— 

M , Including persons who have obtained or obtain the said degree after 
undergoing a course of studies in law, the duration of which is not 
less than two academic years commencing from the academic year 
1967-68 or any earlier academic year”. 
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
